In  reference  to  your  request  for  comments  on  the  obsei’vation  of  Mrs. 
Catherine  Manter  made  on  2 September  19^7,  at  Boulder,  Colorado,  I wouJd 
say  that  the  evidence  clearly  points  to  the  planet,  Saturn,  The  "dead 
giveaway",  I believe,  is  given  in  item  26:  "A  star,  nut  with  no  rays". 
The  planet  Saturn  would  be  quite  bright,  but  would  not  twinkle  as  stars 
do. 


The  fact  that  the  object  was  in  view  for  f’nc  hour  and  for  by -five  miriutes, 
apjeared  as  a "star  but  with  no  rays"  and  that  the  night  was  essentially 
clear,  leads  me  to  consider  Saturn  to  be  the  stimulus  for  this  report.  I 
discouiit  the  statement  that  the  object  moved  in  several  directions  since 
nothing  is  said  cf  the  magnitude  of  this  met ion,  and  ecu id  easily  be 
ascribed  to  the  well-known  illusion  which  arises  from  watching  a point 
source  of  light  for  a protracted  time. 


The  re]>orb  has  several  minor  inconsistencies  in  it  but, all  in  all,  there 
is  nothing  in  the  report  that  would  seriously  contradict  the  evaluation 
of  the  planet  Catxirn.  The  statement  that  the  elevation  was  vdiereas 

Saturn  was  approximately  20®  elevation  is,  I believe,  another  example  of 
the  general  tendency  of  people  to  estimate  horizontal  angles  greater  than 
they  actually  prove  to  oe.
